On Bryan's Speech of Accept- 
ance at Indiana- 
oplls. 

Mr. Brayn's speech of acceptance at 
Indianapolis is permeated, in every 
sentence, with his Populistic 
pessimism. He can not look upon 
Republican party as being composed 
of men who have the good ol the 
couutty, the welfare of its people, and 
the progress of the nation, quite as 
much at heart as he possibly can 
have. He is unable to give the Re- 
publican party credit for the same de- 
gree of patriotism and lofty devo- 
tion to duty that he claims for himw 
self. 

On the other nand, he attributes to 
the Republican party — to its leaders 
and members— nothing but selfish 
motives and indefensible ambitions. 
He can not see that the diflerences 
between American citizens in their 
political beliefs is solely one of differ- 
ence in ideas as to the best methods 
ol conserving the common good and 
promoting the general welfare His 
mental attitude is, that the Republi- 
cans, and all who differ with him, are 
self-seeking and unpatriotic men, or 
else public thieves and common rob 
bers. 

In any community, the man who in- 
variably has no good to say ol his 
neighbors is rightly viewed with 
suspicion. He who suspects his 
neighbors of being thieves and extor- 
tioners, of being thoroughly selfish 
and self seeking, not unnaturally tails 
under the suspicion of being a bad 
man himself. It is one of the axioms 
of penologists that the incurable of- 
fender against law-. the man with the 
criminal diathesis— always considers ' 
all other men as great rogues as 
himself, and deems himsell sim- 
ply unfortunate in being found 
out. Hence he pities himself for his , 
ill luck, and is nt war with all honest 
men, whom he deems to be equally 
culpable, but lucky in being able to J 
conceal their criminality from the eye 
of the law. 

Mr Bryan takes up political discus 
sion in precisely this spirit We do 
not mean that Mr Bryan is a crim- 
inal in deed or in thought; what we 
mean is, that in discussing matters 
political, he looks upon those who do 
not agree with his theories as hypo- 
critical and insincere, and as using 
their political views simply as a 
cloak for deep and dark designs on 
the public welfare. This was his 
mental attitude in his famous "cross 
of gold" speech in the Chicago con 
vention. Then he considered all men 
who believe in honest money to be 
public enemies, traitors to the repub 
lie, engaged in a conspiracy to en 
throne sordid wealth and enslave the 
masses. Four years have shown the 
American people the lolly ot that. 
Now he Is devoting his rhetorical pow 
ers to bitter invective against those 
who beleve the territoiial expansion 
which comes from national progress, 
accusing ihem of a stealthy attempt 
to subvert the republic and set up the 
form ot an empire, if not its reality. 

Mi. Bryan fails to see the true path 
ol Americau progress, or to realize 
that each generation has to meet new 
conditions, undreamed of before, and 
presenting problems which must be 
solved in the light of the present. He 
quotes liberally from the fathers' from 
Washington to Lincoln, but he fails to 
note the obvious fact that these ut- 
terances were each pertinent to the 
status then existing, and applicable 
but partially to other and newer ques 
tions, under entirely different and 
newer conditions. 

For instance, he q toles from Henry 
Clay, who was speaking, three-quar- 
ters ol a century ago, on the struggle 
olthe South American republics to 
free themselves from the yoke of 
Spain, a passage beginning. "It is 
tbe doctrine of thrones that man is 
tcM> ignorant to govern himself " ect 
Mr. Bryan assumes tbut the United 
States adopts this theory with regard 
to the Fhilippii es. II it applies t> 
the latter how much more does it ap 
ply to the negroes c-f North Carolina 
whom Mr Bryan's party has j-n-tdis 
franchised, on the plea that they ar • 
too ignorant to participate in their 
own govermenl! To North Carolina 
and Louisi-.ua can we then dit'-etly 
apply Mr Bryan, s cvmniint on Clny,« 
remark: • Oace admit that some peo- 
ple are capable ol sell govermer.t, and 
and reflect upon the probab'e conse- 
quences of intru.ting the supreme ex 
ecutive authority to such hinds at 1 
his, and he will be extremely reluc j 
tart to do any thing to make the ex 
periment possible. — Boston J .urnal

Several years ago the people of that 
town voted a bonded Indebtedness of 
$4,000 lor the purpose of establishing 
a graded school of a modern kind. 
Tde bonds were sold, the house built 
and the graded school established. 
Unfortunately there was a division In 
the board of trustees, one faction 
wanting a progressive, educated teach- 
er, who could, if desired, conduct the 
institution on a high ichool basis, and 
the other desiring to confine the cur- 
riculum to the common school course, 
and to employ a teacher with expern 
ience only in the county schools, 
Tbe Utter succeeded in carrying their 
point, after the case had gone through 
all the courts. The teacher employed 
seemed to have a fee simple title to 
the school, and as none of those op- 
posed to him would send to school to 
him a bad state of affairs was brough 
about. The property owners of the 
town almost unanimously belonged to 
this class, and of course they objected 
lo paying taxes to meet the interest 
and discharge the principal of the 
bonds, and also to pay tor a graded 
school thst was ot not benefit to them. 
Accordingly a number ol the cit'zena 
joined in a suit to prevent the collec- 
tion of the taxes, and to declare that 
the school district was not graded, 
but was merely a common school dis- 
trict. The petition was presented 
some time ago to Judge Owen, who 
granted a temporary injunct!on*at the 
time. 

The case was heard at Hartford on 
motion for perpetual injunction, and 
the prayer ot the petition was granted, 
in so far as it seeks to prevent the col- 
lection of taxes to pay on the princi- 
pal or Interest ol the bonds. This 
means that the bondholders will lose 
all the money they paid out lor the 
bonds, and that the district gets the 
best school house in the county for 
nothing. It is expected that the St. 
Louis parties who hold the l>onds will 
sue the district to test the qaestion 
again, but tbe attorneys cUtm that 
they can never recover, on account of 
the gross illegality of the measures 
taken with legard to calling and hold- 
ing tbe election. 

The questions an to whether the 
district is a graded or common school 
district is held lor further consider- 
ation.
